The oldest of these three things is of 
course, Phillips academy, established 
in 1778. Samuel Phillips, of Andover, 
and John Phillips, of Exeter, were the 
sons of the first minister in Andover, 
They believed in education and pre- 
paredness.. Sam Phillips made a’ for- 
tune manufacturing gunpowder for 
Washington’s army, and in other ways, 
and the academies at Andover and at 
Exeter, N. H., both bearing the name of 
Phillips, are splendid memorials to the 
far-sightedness of the two brothers. 


Samuel and other members of his 
families gave $85,000 and a plot of land 
to found Phillips academy, Andover. 


The Theological seminary, the second 
thing that has made Andover noted the 
country over, was founded in 1808, and 
was largely endowed by the Phillips 
family. As is well known, it was re- 
moved to Cambridge in 1908, but its 
fine buildings still stand, and on the 
removal of the theological seminary 
were at once occupied by Phillips 
academy. 

“Where are the old seminary build- 
ings?” asked the tall man of a pleasant- 
faced lady waiting for a street car, as he 
neared the top-of the hill. 

“That is one of them, over on the 
other side of the street,” said she, point- 
ing to the west. 

She was wrong, however, as she 
pointed to the archaeological building, 
with its museum, the gift of an alumnus 
of Phillips, and really a remarkable 
foundation for an-academy. It would 
be worthy a college or university. 


Very obliging people in the office of 
the academy sent for a boy to show the 
visitor some of the buildings. Em- 
ployes and students were away for the 
Christmas vacation. The boy was from 
Ohio, too far to go home, and a little 
lonesome, but a manly young.-fellow, 
who opened ‘a side door in Stone chapel 
and showed the memorial tablets to 
Prof. Churchill, the great elocutionist, 
and Prof. Edwards A. Park, the great 
theologian.

A large, white colonial mansion, set 
way back from the street, on the oppo- 
site side from Seminary Row, was the 
old-fashioned home of Elizabeth Stuart 
Phelps, where she lived with her father. 
Prof. Austin Phelps, through her girl- 
hood. At a house on Main street, 
S. F. Smith wrote the patriotic hymn 
“America,” while a student in the 
theological seminary. 


Some of these things the boy-did not 
know, but he knew about the dining 
room, and showed it with some pride. 
He also knew the dormitories, and the 
rates for the ‘various Classes of rooms, 
and. was. of the opinion that the ath- 
letic field was all right, except that 
it was muddy every time it rained. 
He was very obliging, and gave one a 
good opinion of the training in courtesy, 
which is undoubtedly one of the fea- 
tures of Phillips academy. 


Coming out from the archaeological 
building, the tall man with the green 
bgg stopped to chat with one of the 
teachers, who had kindly shown him 
around. This man drew a case from 
his pocket, and offered the tall man a 
cigarette, before proceeding to light one 
for himself. 

“What is the atfitude of the aca- 
demy toward tobacco?” was the not 
inappropriate question. 

“We used to forbid the boys to use 
tobacco altogether, with the result that 
we feared we were making some of 
them speaks and liars. Now we do not 
prohibit tobacco to boys who have 
reached the legal age at which they can 
buy tobacco according to Massachu- 
setts law, but we do prohibit its use in 
the dormitories and on the street.

“Since it is universally admitted 
that tobacco is a very harmful and 
dangerous thing for the growing boy, 
it would seem as though it would have 
been better to adhere to the original 
prohibition,” ventured the tall man. 

“It proved to be practically impos- 
sible,” said the teacher “for the large 
proportion of the fathers of these boys 
smoke. If the father sets the example, 
what can you do?” 

“What does Oberlin do?” said the 
tall man. “There are grown men at 
Oberlin. Tobacco is prohibited, and 
the prohibition is enforced.” 

The teacher had no reply other 
than to suggest that Oberlin had a 
different class of students. 

No doubt it is difficult to keep a 
boy from using tobacco when his 
father sets the example; nevertheless, 
it is hard to believe that in a prosperous, 
successful institution like Phillips aca- 
demy, with more applications for ad- 
missions than there are accommoda- 
tions to receive them, it would not be 
possible to keep up the bars against 
this insidious and dangerous tobacco 
habit, — at least, until manhood is 
reached. Very likely, one secret of the 
whole matter is that if the academy 
prohibits tobacco for the boys, it must 
largely prohibit it for the teachers, 
and if ninety-five per cent of the edu- 
cated men of this country use tobacco, 
where would one get teachers? 

Some people hope that the liquor 
problem is on the way to a solution 
after a century of agitation, but the 
effort to solve the equally great tobacco 
problem has only just begun.

The following article, “Our Healthy 
Homes” is of interest to Andover read- 
ers. It shows that the visitor knows 
how to observe and tell an interesting 
story of what he sees. We hope he will 
take the Andover train again.—Editor. 


After a somewhat weary day in the 
Hub, a tall man carrying a green bag, 
sought the train for Athol which was

“That’s not-my fault,” said the con- 
ductor, but he grinned in a friendly 
way, and thrust a sheet of paper before 
the passenger, demanding his name and 
address. Then he kindly got out a 
time-table to see how soon the victim 
of misplaced Confidence in a four d&létk 
train could return. : 

The tall man grinned back, realizing 
that the joke was on him, and being 
chiefly alarmed lest the ex-plump lady 
get hold of the story. He also consoled 
himself with the reflection that Andover 
had some reputation as a town, and 
might prove an interesting place to 
visit. Besides, he bethought him of an 
old acquaintance on whom he might call. 

Seeking this old acquaintance he 
called into the leading drugstore. The 
proprietor could not locate him, neither 
did the directory nor the telephone 
book. ‘‘He must be dead,” said the 
druggist. ‘“‘How about Dr. Abbott?” 
said the tall man. He was one of the 
contributors to “The Healthy Home” 
twenty-five years ago. . 

“Dr. Abbott has practiced medecine 
in Andover for forty -years,” said the 
druggist. ‘‘He's still going strong-and 
really better than ever.” 

Dr. Abbott, a  wide-awake, alert 
man, apparently sixty, was glad to see 
the caller. As head of the local board 
of health, he had just been through the 
struggle with influenza, which has been 
universal all over the country. Andover 
was one of the first towns to close the 
schools, places of amusement and 
churches. As a result, the mortality 
from the grip was exceedingly.low in 
proportion to the population, probably 
the lowest of any town in the state. 
The mortality was only one-tenth of 
one per cent. In influenza, Dr. Abbott 
believes in the prompt use of a vigorous 
laxative, (castor oil being the best if it 
can be kept down,) followed by absolute 
rest in bed. 

“I should never have dared to be so 
rigid about closing public places,” said 
the doctor, ‘‘if 1 had been a newcomer, 
I have been here forty years, and they 
know me pretty well. As it was, I got a 
good many hard knocks for the first ten 
days, but since then almost everybody 
has been ready to pat me on the back.” 

Dr. Abbott believes that physicians 
should pay more attention to therapeu- 
tics and materia medica. A doctor in 
ordinary practice needs to know some- 
thing that will relieve the patient on 
the spot. Not every patient is within 
reach of a specialist, nor is every pa- 
tient able to pay the specialist’s fees. 

It was not long, however, before the 
stream of callers, which occupy the 
doctor’s afternoon office hours, began 
to fill the waitipg-room, and the tall 
man with the green bag wandered into 
the office of the “Andover Townsman,” 
conducted so successfully by Mr. John 
N. Cole, who is not only a book-seller 
and a good newspaper man, but a fine 
figure in Massachusetts politics, as 
everyone knows. His public duties take 
him to Boston nearly every day, but 
outside work does not prevent him from 
having one of the best newspaper and 
printing plants to be found in New 
England.

Fall Seeded Lawns Best 


Throughout the South Atlantic States 
fall-sown lawns are always perferable, 
because, as 4 rule, spring seeding merely 
prepares a fine seedbed, which is domi- 
nated by crab grass, irrespective of what 
grass-seed mixture is planted, The fall- 
seeded lawn should be sown during the 
first two weeks in September, in order 
that the turf may attain adequate growth 
so as to weather the winter wéll. Old 
turfs which are beset with weeds may be 
renovated in the fall by raking out all 
the crab grass and forming alight mulch 
about one-half inch deep, so that more 
seed may be sown as desired. Although 
this practice is not recommended, it may 
be instituted where conditions operate 
against a new seeding. Thousands of 
dollars’ worth of costly grass seed’ ate 
wasted each year in the Middle and 
South Atlantic Statés in spring seeding. 
Specialists of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agricultare say that fall seeding 
saves Untiécéssary Work in réseeding, a8 
well as extra costs which usually attend 
the failures of spring seediiigs.
